The Government's Plans 

The government has a long-range 
plan and an emergency program. 

The first consists of trade and fin 
ancial policies calculated to assist in- 
dustry, expand trade and re-employ 
men in private business, 

Meanwhile the policies of the pre 
vious government will be maintained, 
Direct relief will be paid and a pro- 
gram of public works and projects 
engaged in. 

Direct relief is dealt with by month- 
ly payments of lump sums to the nine 
provinces, out of which they take 
care of the municipalities, Last Dec 
ember the government increased the 
grants then being paid by 75 ~=per 
cent, This brought the cost to $3,066, 
218.75 per month, or over 36 million 
dollars per year. 

On April 1st this was reduced by lo 
per cent, The menthly payment now 
becomes as follows: P. EB. |. $3,160.94; 
N. S. $59,500; N. B, $37,187.50; Que 
bec $743,750; Ontario $892.500; Mani- 
itoba $200,812.50; Saskatchewan $297. 
500; Alberta $148,750; B. C, $223,125. 

The payment for April this year 1s 
almost 50 per cent higher than it was

OF LAND FOR CRAIN) sore,

Inquiries are quite Lrequently receiv- 
ed at the Experimental Station re 
garding the proper preparation ol 
land before seeding in the spring. 
preparation is extremely im 
portant and may greatly influence 
the growth of the crop, Kvery tield 
presents a specilic problem in spring 
cultivation as in most other operat 
ions but there are a few general prin- 
ciples that apply to almost any farm. 
An understanding of these, helps to 
determine the practice to follow. 


Spring 


Spring cultivation is primarily tor 
three purposes. 

1 To destroy weeds before the 
seed is planted. 

2—To prepare a seed bed so that 


the seed may be placed in the soil in 
such 4 manner that it will germinate 
as evenly, quickly and vigorously as 
possible. 

3--To keep the soil from drifting 
until protected by the growing crop. 
Destroying Weeds Before Seeding 

The kind of cultivation required to 
destroy weeds before seeding gener- 


j ally depends on the type of weeds pre 


Weeds may not be 
the 


sent, Perennial 
prevented from growing up in 


| crop by any type of cultivation that 


may be practised, Cutting the root 
stocks deeply, however, undoubtedly 
gives the crop planted some advan 
tage in competing with the persistent 
perennials, 

Winter annuals such as mustard 
and stink weed must be killed by 
cultivation before seeding or they 
will hae a distinct advantage over the 
sprng seeded crop, Thorough and 
complete cultivation is necessary for 
the killing of this type of weeds. Cul 
tivating with the one-way dise is us- 
ually quite effective in cutting ott 
winter annuals, but there is some dan- 
ger of the cut plants growing again, 
that 1s being merely transplanted, i! 
the soil is wet. Under such conditions 
a harrow dragged behind the one-way 
nay pull the weeds on to the surface 
where they will dry out and die. This 


metbod was used effectively last 
spring by a number of farmers who 
were using the combined one-way 


seeder or tiller combine for seeding.
